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CLAIM 

(U0001) The device is an original cleaning device designed to clean specific areas with a "low 
clearance". The entire assembly and all parts (except for the spring) can be manufactured in 
many presently available methods used for plastic, resin or other similar materials. Such 
methods such as Injection molding and Blow-molding are examples. Each part or component 
are simple in design and easily assembled. 

(P002) The invention addresses a need for more specialized cleaning tools than currently 
available commercially. The invention and it's parts were conceived to ease cleaning in specific 
cleaning situations, for example, under televisions, between household and office appliances etc., 
with minimal effort and maximum results. 

(P003) Comparative cleaning devices are either too large or inconvenient to use for the specific 
cleaning purposes of this invention. 
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
